A mixed bout was staged at the 
I.O.O.F . Hall, .Chauvin, between Jack 
‘Romanson, the middle weight wrest¬ 
ler of Saskatchewan and Battling Mc- 
Master, (Bone Breaker) the heavy 
weight battler of Edmonton. George 
Harris, wrestler of Yinnipeg acted as 
referee; Ted Bert of Macklin second 
for Romanson and Will Borregard sec¬ 
ond for McMaster. 

During the first two rounds Mc¬ 
Master wore gloves and was permitted 
only to strike until a grip was obtain¬ 
ed, after which wrestling only was to 
be allowed. Romanson', on the other 
hand was permitted only to wrestle 

The first fall was obtained by Rom- 
after good head and foot work by 
both parties. In the second round 
McMaster got in a couple of blows 
and dodged a headlock but finally 
went under to a headlock at five min¬ 
utes. At this stage it was recog- 
nied by the audience that the boxer 
was at a disadvantage and a call was 
made to accept the offer made by 
McMaster to carry on as a straight 
Wrestling match, Romanson and re¬ 
feree agreeing. The contest was con 
tinued purely as a wrestling m'atch 
McMaster, w r ho had retired and 
dressed again, prepared and re¬ 
entered the ring. 

interest in the third round w.i 5 far 
more intense and an excellent fourteen 
minute bout was staged. Both men 
putting forth their best efforts. The 
superior weight of McMaster did not 
prove as much an advantage to him 
as the greater speed of Romanson 
who finally succeeded in pinning his 
opponent to the mat by the armlock 
and scissor hold. In the fourth round 
some very speedy manoevouring was 
displayed by both men, Romanson 
neatly ecsaping from a McMaster 
headlolk and half nelson, and Mc¬ 
Master making a quick recovery from 
a half nelson. McMaster slipped a 
headlock over Romanson who in es¬ 
caping accidentally caused a foul. 

In the fifth round McMaster was 
obviously suffering from the effects 
of the blow and seemed far less able 
to guard himself and at the end of 
five minutes was pinned to the floor 
by a clever arm lock and scissor hold 
by Romanson. 

In appreciation of the display given 
the audience made a special whip 
srouji. the proceeds of whicl\ were 
equally divided between ■ McMaster 
and Romanson.

Housed and fed on the school pre¬ 
mises, a regular daily programme is 
followed from 6.30 a.m. until 10 p.m. 
Regularly allottel hour£ are devoted 
to organized sports, physical training, 
ments Cooking, sewing and home 
nursing are emphasized subjects for 
the girls; carpentry, livestock, and 
field husbandry occupy the major part 
of the boys’ time. Dairying, poultry, 
first aid, entomology and horticulture 
are joint subjects. Moving pictures, 
music, community singing and con¬ 
certs form popular evening diversions 
That the participants;' are enjoying 
every minute of their stay at Olds is 
evidenced by their hearty participa¬ 
tion in all features ofj . 
Of inestimatable value to tlU^r^ivid- 
ual child in the matter of informaton 
obtained, the Short Courses as con¬ 
ducted at Olds promote interest in 
School Fair work, and advertises in 
a very desirable way the activities of 
the Agricultural Schools.

Watch for the Colorado Potato Bug. 
A number of these have been observ¬ 
ed on at least two potato patches in 
this district. 

V\> are informed that these pests 
camp upon theh potato vines and. eat 
the foliage. The young beetle may 
be identified by his dull brick red 
color with two rows of black spots, 
and later when matured becomes 
straw color with two black stripes. 

They can be destroyed by sprink¬ 
ling the vines whilst the dew is on 
with the dry powder of Paris Green; 
or, later in the day with Paris Green 
mixed w r ith water and sprayed over 
the potato vines. 

A small supply of Paris Green is 
available at the municipal office and 
can be had on application to T. H. 
Saul, Secretary-Treasurer, Chauvin.

The fanners are 
urged to co-operate in tte shipment of 
their poultry to the marketing service 
in car lot£ since there is considerable 
saving in transportation charges, and 
the marketing service is giving- par¬ 
ticular attention to these shipments. 


Sale Of Formaldehyde 


While it is provided under the fed¬ 
eral law that formaldehyde must be 
sold in containers properly labelled as 
ro strength it is stajted that it is quite 
legal for farmers to bring their own 
aldehyde, provided the merchant sees 
that such containers are labelled sim¬ 
ilarly to the containers from which 
the formaldehyde is taken, before the 
purchaser leaves the store. It is often 
inconvenient for farmers to purchase 
the material in large quantities 
Merchants should keep a supply of la¬ 
bels on hand, in order that containerrs 
brought by farmers may be properly 
labelled.

During the previous week the May 
Queen had been chosen and with her maids of honpr had 
travelled to neighboring cities inviting her sisters and 
brothers from Nanaimo, Vancouver a lid New West¬ 
minster, and her cousins from Seattle, Bellingham and 
Portland to join in a three day frolic in her delighful 
gardens. The neighboring cities responded to her 
bidding to the extent of sending their Mayors and 
-hundreds of their populace to take part in the spring¬ 
time revelry. 

The initial ceremony of the three day fete was per- 
fornied when Mrs. Walter C. Nichol, wife of the Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor of the province of British Columbia, 
placed a beautiful floral wreath on the handsome 
bronze statue of Queen Victoria which stands before 
the parliament buildings, in the name of the Imperial 
Order Daughters of the Empire. The landing of the 
May Queens from H.M.C.S. Patrician followed this 
ceremony, a tender bearing their Majesties to the broad 
stone steps leading directly to the parliament buildings. 
Here they were given the freedom of the city by Mayor 
Maynard and were crowned by His Honor the Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor of British Columbia. 

^Then came the Grarid Parade, entered into by almost 
every automobile in the city and participated in by 


every public spirited firm and individual of Victoria 
Bellingham Wash., Nanaimo, and Esquimault senl 
picturesque floats and the recently inaugurated Can¬ 
adian Pacific motor ferry plying between Vancouver 
Island and the former city gave hundreds of Americans 
an opportunity to enjoy a real twenty fourth of May 
celebration. 

During the three days many sports events were 
arranged and on the Thursday and Friday evenings 
elaborate balls were givep in the armouries and at the 
Empress Hotel. Amid the higtorjca^surroundings of 
Beacon Hijjf, where as 1 the nam fires- 

were built in the early days for tl^guidance of sailor? 
off the Island coast, the picturesque Frolic Pageant 
was staged on Friday. The Passing of the Pessimist 
was the title given this much heralded event which 
portrayed the indictment and reformation of many 
types of civic grouch. 

Saturday, as other days, witnessed band concerts 
given throughout the city streets from nearly morning 
until late at night. A home-made circus and regatta 
provided matinee entertainment at the Gorge and the 
picturesque night attack by Indians staged in these

A ; that we as the tax payers are the 
anes that foot tlife bills for such es^ 
limates as are passed by our govern¬ 
ments. It is therefore only wise for 
us to scan these with the eye of the 
careful citizen rather than from the 
detached viewpoint of the philanthro¬ 
pist. 

In regard to our National railway 
it wouldalmost seem to be true as the 
Calgary M.P. said “The only thing 
that is natural about it is its name 
and its debts.” Accordingly since bur 
ownership is still recognized in re¬ 
spect to its “debts” surely we are 
more than foolish, to "vow engeatice” 
over rhe curtailment of its estimates 
if due consideration of these shows us 
that to continue on as we are doing 
now is allowing the road to “railroad” 
us into bankruptcy.

out of politics, it ought surely to be

The point is that while the cap¬ 
ital investment is $415,000,000 the 
earnings do not eV&n now suffice to 
pay operation and maintenance. Last 
year there was a draft on the treas¬ 
ury of $60,251,000 to pay the “fixed” 
charges on the obligations of the road, 
which takes no 'account of hundreds 
of millions paid for the old Inter¬ 
national. and its acquired branch 
lines. The proposals of the Senate- 
killed estimates would have added 
some $30,000,000 to the capital cost 
< f the road with an annual interest 
charge of $1,500,000 to swell the yearly 
deficit. 

Last session saw estimates passed 
to the tune of $496,000,000 for expend¬ 
iture of which $73,000,000 was to meet 
indebtedness of the management in 
| excess of operating earnings, and for 
expenses that should have been paid 
out of the operating revenues. 

Speaking of operating revenues it is 
interesting to note that while under 
the former management of x Mr. D. 
B. Hanna the railway was showing 
a steady increase in revenues, the 
latest reports show an operating de¬ 
ficit in spite of more freight and pas¬ 
senger traffic and reduced labor 
charges for the last four months. In 
shoit the new management has yet to 
show proof that an ability to joy-ride 
all' over the west with a bunch of di¬ 
rectors making after-dinner speeches 
and fair promdses is any more of a

revenue-producing asset in the Pres¬ 
ident of the road than the strictly 
business and lack of self-boosting 
qualities in t he man who preceded 
him. It seems more evident every 
day that D. B. Hanna was merely 
victim of political patronage “on the 
rampage" under the guise of taking 
the railway out of politics!” 

However time wall tell—The point 
at issue just now is, that over and 
above all these expenses (represent¬ 
ing as it were a blank cheque to an 
untried railway board to do with as 
they jolly Well pleased) there was 
another little estimate ahead of these 
whicr to my thinking justified the 
Senate- in waxing wary.

So after a 
weak defence the crack of the party 
whip put through theh absurd estim¬ 
ate, while most remarrkable of all, a 
safe majority was once more secured 
by aid of those gallant Progressives 
who hat her than precipitate an elec¬ 
tion seem willing to forget all their 
pre-election stirring speeches re the 
retrenchment economy of this.

comes less biassed, and morre seas¬ 
oned 

Meanwhile Sir H. Thornton seems 
to be doing less worrying than any 
of us. But then you know, he got that 
- million dollars bill put through par¬ 
liament thanks in great measure to 
our gallant Progressives stepping 
valiantly into the breach, to save a 
non - plussed government!

The First Locomotive in America and the Latest. 


Just a Comparison. 


T HIS picture might almost be entitled “Ancient and 
Modern.” It shows the “Sampson,” first locomo¬ 
tive in America which was first used at Albion mines 
in 1839, and one of the new Pacific type locomotives 
which have been placed in commission by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway on all main lines, and which are chiefly 
responsible for this company’s “on time” feature of 
service. The Canadian Pacific Railway have now 
definitely adopted this design for their heavy main line 
service, as representing the most desirable and effi¬ 
cient locomotive for economy and reliability of service, 
as this particular design reduces to a minimum, con¬ 
sistent with capacity, the number of moving parts 
which is essential for reliability of service under the 
most exacting and severe conditions. 

The capacity and weight of these locomotives rank 
them among the biggest of their type in the world,^and 
the largest of this design in operation in Canada. The 
haulage capacity of the 2300 series is 42,600 lbs., which 


is obtained with 200 pounds boiler pressure, cylinders t 
25 inches in diameter, 30 inch stroke and with driving 
wheels 75 inches in diameter. The weight on the three 
pairs of drivers of engine is 180,000 pounds and the 
total weight of the engine and tender in working con¬ 
dition is 495,000 pounds, th# tender having a capacity of 
8,000 gallons of water and 14 tons of coal. 

The design of these locomotives was given very 
careful study, a trial order of engines constructed in 
1919 having been made, with tests under all Canadian 
conditions, which fiflly justified all expectations for 
reliability and economy of operation. The boiler has 
been carefully proportioned and the inter-relation of 
grate area, fire box volufne, heat absorption capacity 
of different lengths of tube and gas areas more care¬ 
fully thought out than is usual in most designs, which, 
coupled together with an extremely accurate distribu¬ 
tion of steam by an improved type of Walschaert valv 
gear, has given exceptional economy for a locate'■ 
of this size.

we take a broad view, we are forced to ad¬ 
mit that we are in a better condition than 
the average. 

Seeing that we cannot liquidate all 
our obligations this year, the wisest course 
to pursue is to first make a tabulation of 
the whole of them. Then by preparing an 
estimate of our resources we may arrive at 
the percentage we may be able to reduce 
each obligation, after making necessary 
provision for harvesting expenses. Then 
pay each creditor that percentage. When 
this is done the demands of any creditor 
who wishes more than his proportion can 
be resisted through the proper channels, 
whilst the interests of the more courteous 
and considerate creelitors are properly pro¬ 
tected. This is the fairest method to all 
concerned, not only will it reduce friction.” 
and dis-satisfaction to a minimum, hut will 
prove the quickest way to reach the “pay 
as you go” basis—the only foundation for 
profitable farming. 

If it is has been our particular hard¬ 
ship to face the world-wide storm of eco¬ 
nomic disturbances of values that has ac¬ 
companied the greatest conflict that has 
ever been forced on mankind just at the 
particular time when we were engaged in 
consolidating the capitalization of our 
farms, that is no reason for us to be asham¬ 
ed of our present economic problems. We 
are emerging from this choas considerably 
stronger than before. True we have serious 
problems to face, but they are not insur¬ 
mountable, and more intelligent attention 
is now being given to their solution than 
ever before. • Canadians have always been 
noted for courage, endurance, optimism and 
faith in their country, and we are proud to 
add that the citizens of this district are dis¬ 
playing their full share of these qualities. 


With growth well advanced and an 
abundant supply of moisture in the land 
there appears the best of prospects for the 
best harvest for years in this district. In 
fact there are many indication this will 
prove a banner year for this part of the 
province. This is a favorable condition 
which prevails practically throughout the 
whole of Western Canada. 

On one hand we hear prophecies of 
an immediate return of the “Prosperity 
of the'West,” and on the other we hear 
“howls of disaster.” “The hundreds of 
millions of bushels of wheat will bury the 
farmers beneath a load of debt which will 
crush them out of business,” says the 
executive o Lihe I ton a branch of Farmers’ 
Union oT waiiadlq in a: letter to the Alberta 
Labor News. 

The world production of wheat this 
year has been estimated by the interna¬ 
tional institute of agriculture at Rome as 
being two hundred and fourteen million 
bushels in excess of last year. This large 
increase has to he largely disposed of in 
the European markets, whose purchasing 
powers are still seriously impaired; and, as 
a result we cannot expect to receive abnor¬ 
mally high prices for our wheat. At the 
time of writing October wheat is quoted on 
the Winnipeg market at around 94, arid 
December wheat at 92, which figures may 
be taken as an indication that the bottom 
will not altogether fall out of the market.

The truth of the matter lays some¬ 
where between the views held by the 
optimist and the pessimist. Neither big 
profit nor heavy loss will accrue to the 
producers of this present crop. Speaking 
in particular of our own district, we may

The last season’s crop was barely 
enough to enable our local farmers to li¬ 
quidate ten per cent of their capital 
obligations; and with a good crop and fair 
prices it may he possible for a twenty-five 
per cent reduction to he made. Siueh is our 
estimate. 

With neither ruination nor immedi¬ 
ate prosperity in view, we are forced to 
survey our prospects carefully. It will, in 
all probability take us four years to get 
solidly on our feet agam. Let us not lose 
courage, nor entertain false hopes.

CHAUVIN 
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Canadian National Rly 
Prepares For Influx 

Of Harvest Labor 

With their fields of wheat develop¬ 
ing splendidly and every prospect of 
a record crop, should nothing unto¬ 
ward develop within the next month 
the farmers of Western Canada are 
casting anxious eyes toward the labor 
markets of the blast, the Pacific Coast 
and United States points in search of 
laborers who will help garner in what 
now gives every promise of being the 
record wheat crop of the prairie pro¬ 
vinces. After careful investigation 
by provincial and federal employment 
services, aided by agricultural experts 
it is estimated that the three western 
provinces will require to import over 
50 000 harvesters if labor needs are to 
be met. 

The transportation, distribution and 
engaging of these harvest laborers 
has^ been given special care by all 
parties concerned and strenuous ef¬ 
forts have been made to arrange that 


no man coming into Western Canada 
in search of harvest work will ex¬ 
perience either delay or difficulty in 
finding it. On their arrival at Win¬ 
nipeg the harvesters will be advised 
what sections are seeking laborers, 
and a careful check will be maintain¬ 
ed to see that (as soon as the needs of 
any one district have been met, no 
further laborers will be sent there. 
Farmers will be advised in advance of 
the arrival of harvesters specials so 
that they may meet the trains and 
make their arrangements for laborers 

At a conference held in Winnipeg, 
(when the whole or theharvest labor 
situation was discussed, the needs of 
the three western provinces were stat¬ 
ed to be as follows: 

Manitoba—a total of 15,000 men re¬ 
quired to commence arriving by Aug¬ 
ust 7. 

Saskatchewan—33,000 men required 
who should begin reaching tli? prov¬ 
ince by August 15. 

Alberta—13,000 men required. to 
commence arriving by August 15. 

Of this total of 61,000 men required

for the harvest fields, it is estimated^ 
that the western provinces themselves 
can supply some 3,000 each or a total 
of 9,000, leaving the requirements 
52,000 from outside sources. The dates 
by which the men will be required are 
of course dependent upon weather 
conditions' between now and the time 
harvesting operations commence. The 
various employment service organiza¬ 
tions will keep closely n touch with 
the situation, ho*wever, and any 
c hanges in dates will be made known. 

Indications to date are that the ter¬ 
ritory served by the Canadiaan Nat¬ 
ional Railways in Western Canada will 
harvest the greatest crop in their his¬ 
tory and consequently the demand for 
harvest laborers will be greater than 
over before. The Pacific Coast is 
again expected to provide a certain 
percentage of the needed help, but in 
the main it s to Eastern Canada and 
the United States that the farmers of 
the west are looking for their harvest 
labor. In anticipation of the heavy 
traffic over their lines the executive 
and officials of the Canadian Nation¬ 
al Railways are turning all their ef¬ 
forts toward seeing that facilities are 
provided for the efficient handling of 
this movement.

Visitors to all Canadian 
national parks during the yeai in 
question were estimated at *166,000, 
of whom more than 71,000 went to 
Banff. Foreign travelers to the larger 
parks were about 65.C0Q. From an 
economic point of view, on a basis 
of $300 spent by each foreign visitor 
while in Canada, the national parks 
accounted for an indirect revenue of 
some $19,500,000, which amounts to 
about $2.22 per capita of Canada’s 
present population. Other revenues 
from the parks, in the way of timber 
sales and concessions, accounted for 
$72,000.

The Editor, 


Dear bir: In a recent issue appear¬ 
ed a quotation from an editorial said 
to have appeared in the Prohibition 
Bulletin >of B. C. The quotation is as 
follows, in part: 

“The evils of government sale are 
becoming daily more apparent.” 

‘‘Increased crime, commercial dis¬ 
tress and the corruption of the Civil 
service is inevitable.” 

The statement with regard to in¬ 
crease of crime is absolutely inaccur¬ 
ate and misleading. As a matter of 
fact statistics recently issued by the 
bureau at Ottawa, and excerpts pub¬ 
lished in the daily press, show that 
crime has decreased in B. C. to a 
greater extent than in any other of I 
the western provinces, as folllows: 

British Columbia — Indictable of¬ 
fences to Sept. 10, 1922, 1004; previous 
year, 1282; decrease 21.68 per cent. 

Albrta —Indictable offences to Sept. 
10, 1922 1170; Previous year, 1263; 
decrease 7.36 per cent. 

Saskatchewan— Indictable offences 
to Sept. 10, 1922, 1391; previous year 
1220; increase 14.02 per cent. 

Convictions for drunkenness in 
British Columbia decreased from 2379 
to 1081 or 54.66 per cent, while Alberta 
decreased only 13.5 per cent, and the 
provinces of Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan both showed an increase in 
such convictions. 

There was also an increase in con¬ 
victions against the liquor act in Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan. 

Illicit stills increased in each of the 
western provinces except British Col 
umbia. 

From the above it is plain that the 
liquor legislation of the prairie pro¬ 
vinces has proved a failure and in face 
of the above, statistics it would be 
wicked to continue it in operation. 

The public should not accept gen¬ 
eral statements on this question, as 
it has become notorious, that the ex¬ 
travagance of some of them is only 
equalled by the fanaticism of those 
who make them. They have more re¬ 
gard for sound than accuracy.
